made with any .one of the first 
three arrows he must score a “0” 
for that target. There is an inner 
or “vital scoring area and an 
outer area and scores are as fol- 
lows: “If a hit is made with the 
first arrow in the inner ring it 
scores 20, if hit in the outer ring 
scores 15. If the first arrow miss- 
es, a hit with the second arrow 
counts 15 or 10. If the third arrow 
has to-be used a hit counts-10 or 5. 
There are minor details per-
